FOUR BEFORM PRISON i. 


Mr. Luwphin, of Dade, Intrudacesa Bill for 
Four Convict Farms, 

Yesterday Mr: Lumpkin, of Dade, intro- 
duced a bill providing for four reform prisons 
for the state convicts. A Constitution report- 
er met him yésterday and asked him several 
questions about the bill. Mr. Lumpkin said: 

My object is to correct as far as possible the 
evils growing out of the convict lease system. 
My biil does not purport to interfere with the 
present Jease, but only to provide for all con- 
victs hererfter sentenced. Inestablishing one 
of these prisons, as contemplated by the bill, 
in soutbeast, southwest, middle and north 
Georgia, ard confining in each prison such 
numbers as will be easily worked, they can be 
made seli sustaining. I think the state ol 
Georgia should receive something for the hire 
of the convicts.” 

‘sWould they be selfsustaining?” 

“Yes, they can be made self sustaibing, be- 
ing located in the four divisions of the state. 
The difference in these prisons and the old 
penitey tiary is the farming feature. I can read- 
ily sce = ® penitentiary under the old 
system «ould not be made self-sustaining, but 
I claim that under my bill they would not be 
only self-sustaining, but would be a source of 
revenue to the state. ~ My bill proposes that 
on'y one of such prisons shall be established 
atatime. I think several years will have 
paeeed before it would become necessary | to 
erect all ofthem, and by thus establishing 
them, the expense would not be so heavy at 
the outsct. I expect it to meet with opposi- 
tion, but I think under this bill the e yn vict 
system would be greatly improved, and meet 
the approbation ofthe people. tae expense 
would be nominal, only requiring an outlay 
of twenty thousand dollars for 
each prion. This outlay would 
small compared to theadvantages (© be de-

The View ofa Georgian Who Wanted an [xdastrial

A Coxstitvrion reporter met the other day, 


I bom peon 18 @ graduate ot Cornel! university, 
taking in 1881 the degree of mechanical en- 
gineer in the technological department of that 
university, and is now a momber of the Amer 
cae e£ociety of mechanical engineess. At the 
recent annual meeting of this Society, at At- 
luptic City, he read an able paper on the 
méenutacture of cotton seed oil. K nowing 
that he bad just returned from tho university 
of Georgia, the reporter asked: 

“How were you pleased with the universi- 
ty, its equipment, its curriculum and the 
grade of scholarship, as exhibited by the 
greduating class?”’

“In locking through the various depart 
ments of the university while there, I was 
forcibly struck with the idea that, with all 
theee well equipped laboratories and compe- 
tent professors, a school of mechanical en- 
gineering could be very easily added as a twin 
brother to the echool of civil engineer- 
ing. Many of the garments which 
the present brother wears, would exactly fit 
the new child, and a large proportion of the 
food now used to nurture the entire family 
would be thoroughly palatable and nutritious 
to the rew comer,” 

“I suppose you mean by that that there is 
now apparatus in the university which would 
ecme handy in establishing the proposed new 
course ?”’ 

“Exactly that, and that futhermore 
there are studies now taught, notably in the 
first year or two, but really throughout the 
course, which are absolutely essential to the 
mechanical engineer; and were such a course 
established the only difference it would make 
in thoee studies would be perhaps to require an 
assistant professer on account of the increased 
number of students attracted to the universi- 
ty.” 

‘To what etudies do you principally allude?” 

“Mathematica, chemistry and physics prin- 
cipally; and numerous others, such, for ex- 
fuiple, as the study of the English language, 
jor it is ofteu required of the mechanical 
ergineer, in the course of his practice, that 
he submit reports of observatious or cal- 
culations to his clients, and unless he caa 
cleeriy state these mattere, however plaia 
they may be to ‘him, his report will not be 
satistactery to his client.” 

“You think, then, that owing to the numer- 
cus sdvanteges oflered bv the State university 
it would be the policy of the state to locate the

‘“‘Most decidedly. To locate it elsewhere 
would be virtually to establish another uni- 
versity. New buildings w uld have to be 
mede, a new library founded, new chemical! 
end physical laboratories established, and 
most of 41), the sunual salaries of many pro- 
fessors paid, while those already engaged 
could just as readily perform the work.”’ 

‘‘Yes, but they would need some new pro- 
fesecrs, would they not?” 

“Oh, yes, but not half so many if located at 
the uviversity, as if at some other —_ If 
established at the university, and madea 
part of it, inthe same mapneras the law 
schoo] now is, it would be necessary to have 
first, a professor of mechanical engineering, 
who would lecture onthe technical subjects, 
snd have general charge of the entire course, 
mapping cut the  curri each 
year, and then an assistant professor 
to have direct cherge of the draughting rooms, 
and give his persona! attention to the individ- 
ual work of each student, and to otherwise as- 
sist in the various work of the department 
Then there would be needed a practical and 
working machinist as director of the machine 
shop. His duties would be to conduct the 
shop sn as practical a way as would be posal. 
ble to best sulserve the needs of learners, and 
teach them the best methods of doing all kinds 
‘of mechanical work. For the first year, at 
least, this man might also direct the wood 
working department. 

“Can you give any instances of young men 
who bave graduated st technical schodis, at- 
taining speedy success by reason of their spe- 
ciel education ?”’ 

“Ob, yes, sir, I have many friends who, 
soon after graduating as mechanical engineers 
at Cornell university, assumed good places at 
good salaries. One man is now chiel designer 
in the Calumet & Hecla mining company’s 
office, at Pittsburg, Pennsylvania; another 1s 
A prominent consulting enginesr and machine 
dealerin New York. Another is erecting en- 
cineer for the Westinghouse machine compa- 
ny, of Pittsburg, Pennsylvania; and there are 
many otbers of my personal acquaintance. 

‘What, from your observation and know!- 
edge of such a schoo), would be the value of a 
schoo! ot technology to the people of Georgia? 

‘It would take me all day to tell you. The 
first and greatest value would be in keeping 
the talented young men in the state. There 
are many bighly intelligent young men who 
wish to become mechanical engineers, bat who 
bave to leave the state to obtain the necessary 
education. There are many men, however, 
who, baving a strong bent and genius for mo- 
chenical pursuits, do not possess the means 
fer going elsewhere, and have to content 
themselves with tollowing some pursuit not at 
all congenial and still less profitable.” 

“What do you think would most likely be 
the eflect upon {be material and undeveloped 
resources of the state, were such a school es- 
tablished for the education of our own young 
m+n?” | ¥ 

“The effect would be felt at Young

The commission may not be able 
to accomplish much, but the members can 
grimace at each otherin French, and enjoy 
a few wine tuppers while the concern holds 
together. 
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Dr. Ferran inoculated forty seven Span- 
ish nnns, and every one of the devoted wo- 
men died of the cholera. The Spanish doctor 
maintains his ground bravely in spite of 
some adverse results; and among the doctors 
there isa fierce war in relationto the new 
eystem. Experience and discussion will 
doubtless elicit the truth,and the mean- 
while the great world waits in the hope that 
the great scourge bas metits masterin in- 
oculation. 


It is very plain that Secretary Limar does 
not propose to let the cattlemenin the In- 
dian territory set up 2 monopoly in the cat- 
tle trade by closing the outlet to Texas cattle.

‘“Jounny Wise,” the republican candidate 
for governor of Virginia, isonly forty years 
old, and the only political office he ever held 
was that of congrestman-at-large. Heis an 
electric, personally popular, and a successful 
lawyer of R'chmond. He will conduct a per- 
sonal canvass, very much s« «tater did in 
iso when hie beat the know nothing party 
Ied by Mr. Flournoy. No doubt the coming 
campaign will be red-hot from the begin- 
ning, and the fact that Mr. Wise proposes to 
stump the state may induce the democrats to 
pace in nomination an effective stumper. 
Congressman Barbour is spoken of in this 
connection. Heisaman of ability, but is 
not very megnetic. 


THe egricultural conyention recemly in 
session in Washington discussed the present 
system of dGistributing seeds through the 
hands of members of congress.

A MORMON WAR, 

On the 24th of this month the Mormons 
will assemble at Salt Leke City to commem- 
orate the settiing of the territory. by Brig- 
hem Young. General Howard is apprehen- 
sive that the Mormons will on that day as- 
sail the Gentiles, who are a weak minority 
of the population,and that a war between 
the Mormons and the rest of the country 
will thus be inaugurated. General Howard 
witnessed the ‘‘fleg”’ incident on the fourth 
day of July, and knowing as he does how 
bitterly the Mormons hate the Gentiles, he 
bas taken precautions against a Mormon out- 
break. The troops in Ufah, whohad been 
ordered to Kansas to watch the uneasy Chey- 
ennes, have been ordered to remain in Forts 
Douglas and Laramie. Fort Douglas has 
been epecially prepared for such an uprising; 
it is full of guns, and those guns cover the 
city. The fort can level to the ground the 
great Mormon temple in an hour, together 
with a)l the other buildings held by the Mor- 
mon leaders. This fact may testrain ihe Mor- 
mon leaders, but it is doubtful whether the 
rank and file, when assembled in large num- 
bere, will beso prudent. Atany event the 
United States authorities and troops are 
prepared for an outbreak, and will restore 
order or destroy Salt Lake City in a very 
short time. 

A Mormon rising sgainst the authority of 
the United States would not be without its 
compensatione. The entire concern needs a 
sound thrashing, and has needed it over 

thirty years. Utah has repudiated law and 
common decency eyer since 1852, when 
_Brigham Young announced the “celestial 
Jaw of marrisge.’’ If there is an attack upon 
- the Gentiler at the approsching celebration, 
the time to act has come,and the adminis- 
tration sbouid leave no sivne unturned to 
whip the chrcric law breakers into complete 
and Jastirg submission. They need a lesson, 
and if they «fford the opportunity it should 
be embraced by the government, and force 
employed until polygamy and defiance of 
the law become a matter of the past republi- 
can edwministrations. There could be no 
greater glory then would flow from the 
crushirg of pol;gamy and lawlessuess in 
Vtab, and Secretary Ecdicott surely wil! not 
let an cpportunity go unimproved. The 
_ president’s opinion of Mormonism as an in- 
stitution is well knowz. :

A good many papers in this country andin 
Engiand are producing figures to show that 
the project of M. de Lessepsisafai'ure. The 
figures run something like this: Up to last 
September the cash raised for the enterprise 
amounted to £22,275.000, while the com- 
papy’s liabilities at that date were £30,647,740. 
The expenditures up to Jane 1, 1885, had 
been ~£20,806,600. At that time about 13,- 
000,000 cubic metres had been excavated, and 
125,000,000 remained to beexcavated. Reck- 
oning the cost of future work at 5 shillings a 
metre, £28,000,000 will be required. Im- 
provements in the Chagres river and at Pana- 
ma and Aspinwall are estimated to cost £8,- 
000,000. Interest for seven years, supposing 
that the work can be compieted in that time, 
£20,000,000. Allowing for discounts on de- 
bentures, etc., it will be necessarv to raise the 
liabilities to £106,450,000, or $532 500 000 to 
be increased to £120,000,000, or $600,000,000, 
by banking and contingent expenses. The 
London Financial News estimates the reve- 
nue at £3,000,000 (5,000,000 tons at 12 shillings 
a ton), annual interest charge £4,950,000 and 
running expenses £400,000, leaving an annua! 
Geficit of £2,350,000. 

But these figures prove nothing, unless it 
be that the undertaking is a gigantic one, and 
that the projectors are entitled to support 
throughout the civilized world, It wiil be 
time enough to declare the project a failure 
when the indefatigable chief loses heart and 
the work of excavation is actually stopped 
At present the dredges and the men of shoy- 
els are at work from ocean to ocean, and no 
one anticipates an immediate cessation of 
activity. What if more years and more 
money is required than was at first antici- 
pated? The world can wait six years longer; 
and so far as the money is coscerned none of 
the English and American critics of M. de 
Leescps have contributed any or propose to 
contribute any. Rich and plucky France is 
furnishing the money, and skillful Frenca- 
men have charge of the work. No organiza 
tion of English or Americans would under. 
take it, and no organization outsideof France 
would take hold of it now. Let us then 
honor the men who are conducting this 
world’s work, and will most assuredly carry 
it to completion; and when it is comp!'eted 
American commerce will be benefitted al- 
most beyond calcuiaiion, and the wonder 
then will be that the channel had not been 
cut a century before,

Beginning in 1865 witha population of 5,000, an 
enumeration just completed gives it 
150,609. The assessed wealth in 
1870 was $9,000,000; now itis $50,000,000. In 1875 
the exchanges at its clearing house were $20,407,- 
967; im 1884 they were $177,175,468.32. In 1878 145 
permits for new buiidings were issued, the cost of 
the whole being $232,000; in 1884, 2,121 permits 
wele issued to erect buildings costing $3,- 
500,000, In 1872, with a population of 30,000, the 
municipal debt was $1,500,000; undera growth to 
150,000, the debt has been reduced to $1,003,000 — 
the most remarkable fact in the whole exhibit. 
The city is now a great railroad center, with lines 
stretching to every point of the compass, and em- 
bracing 27,000 milesoftrack. Thet this extraordi- 
nary growth should not only have continued 
throughout the period of depression experienced 
by the country and the world, but gained steadily 
in impetus, is not the least remarkable fact in 
connection with the case.

UNABLE TO GBraA PSBNSION, 


The Parole Lewis Zelner Signed When Ke- 
leased From Thomasville Prisoa, 
From the New York Times. 

Lewis Zelner,a former privateof the Forty- 
seventh regiment of New York Volunteers, now a 
residentof Leicester Junction, Vt, calledat the 
Times office yesterday soliciting advice as to the 
means of procuring a persion to which he is en- 
tilled. Mr. Zelner was captured by the 
confederates early in 1554, and was 
for a few months confined in the prison at 
Andersonville, the treatment he received tnere 
breaking his constitution down. He has never 
recovered from the eifects of his captivity, the ex: 
posure and lack of proper food bringing on a com- 
plication of disorders, necessitating a surgical op- 
€ration two years ago. He is well nigh discour 
aged at the prolonged delays which have 
attended his eflorts at obtaining his ore 
Along the other documents which he hoildsia 
support of his claim is the original of the parole 
signed by him while a prisoner at Thomasville, 
Ga., in April, 1865. The document is worn and 
dirty with age and use, butis still periectly legi- 
bie. It reads as follows: 

“Roll of prisoners of war paroled at Thomas- 
ville, Ga., April 24, 1865. We, the undersigned 
prisoners of war, de give our parole of honor that 
we will pot take uparms again nor serve a mili- 
tary power or constabular forcein any fort, garri- 
£0D, or field work, nor ¢s guards of prisons, depots 
or stores, nor to dischargeapy duty usually per- 
‘ormed by seldiers until exchanged under the 
provisions of — , entered into July 22, 
}#62.’’

We used to have about 200 confined in the 
penitentiary—in prisou waila—and we heard 
complaints eventhen. Unruly, stubborn con- 
victs had to be punished in the prison, and 
that mede a furs. How is such a man to be 
subdued? Suppose he swears he won’t work, 
and shows fight, what then? He must be 
whipped or starved or something. One day 
wy horse got sullen in the low grounds, and 
wouldy’t pull nary pound. We whipped him 
and it did no good; we coaxed him and pushed 
ihe wagon on him, but he pulled back and 
wouldn’t let the other horse pull forward. We 
worked with that horse unt’! night,and finally 
we left him and took the other horse eut and 
came home. Next morning when we went 
back he was the humblest horse! ever saw, 
and just pulled right straight along, and has 
never balked since. There must be found a 
way to cniorce punishment. It the way hurts 
let it hurt. Suppose we quit leasing and revive 
the old penitentiary, won’t they have to work 
there and compete with mechanical labor? 
They can’t farm. Maybe they could study law 
or medicine or theology. They used to make 
wagons and shoes and tan leather, and that 
was competing. They don’t compete with 
mechanics much now. Some are making 
brick, but most of them are digging coal or 
dirt. Inthe old slavery days there was a 
competition to be talked about. The compo- 
tition of slave labor with free, white citizens. 
Dr. Felton bad some that competed, and 60 
did many of us. I had a carpenter, who 
brought me two dollars a day. _ 

But they say thet under this system the 
convict has no chance to refo1m; that he is 
mixed up and herded with such bad men he 
becomes worse. That is so, 1 expect, so far as 
concerns the young, the lads under sixteen. 
But there are not many of them, They ought 
to be in a house of correction—a workshop— 
end theestate ought to have one, and every 
large city ought té have one. Then again 
there are some convicts who committed crime 
when drunk or when in a violent passion, and 
they ought to have achance. That’s so, they 
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| little soda, or pepper, or salt, er a few eggs. 

They think we won't miss it and 
have got a plenty or can buy 
more. Not long ago a girl stole a valuable 
gold ring from my house, and her mother, 
who is one of the best negroes in the neighbor.

But there is one crime that may bring the 
— into a great irouble. The public mind 
i8 brooding over it. There isa deep unex- 
pressed anxiety in the hearts of thousands of 
parents and husbands, for it is not a subject 
to be talked about. ButI will forewarn all 
good negroes now—all] intelligent, thoughtful 
negroes, that the time is coming when they 
will be held responsible if this horrible crime 
goes on increasing. The sudden ven- 

eance of an outraged community 

oes not satisfy. The speedy death of the 
brute is no reparation. This thing has got to 
stop. Something has got to be done with these 
wandering tramps who go from farm to farm 
and mine to mine to work herea day and 
there a day, and traverse the country with no 
aimand nosettled business or occupation. 
The old-time patrol will be revived and vigi- 
lence committees organized. We are tired of 
feeling uneasy about our household when they 
go abroad—about our little children when they 
come from school. There were four cases 
in our paper last week and every day brings 
one or more somewhere. Whois secure in the 
country where the farmers live. 

But now let us see how the account stands 
between the north end the south. I have the 
 nited States census of 1880 before me. 

New York has a whiie population of 5,000,- 
000 and has 8.287 white convicts, not includ 
ing half as many more in their reformatory 
prisons. TRis is sixteen convicts to every ten 
thousand people. 

Massachusetts has a white population of 
ore million eight hundred thousand, and has 

/U0 white convicts which is nineteen teevery 
ten thonsand. 

Georgia has a white population of 800,000 aud 
230 white convicts, which is less than three to 
every ten thousand. 

Seuth Carolina bas a white population of 
420,000 and only 56 white convicts, only one 
and a half to every ten thousand. 

How is that for comparative crime among 
the whites of the north and the south? And 
row let us see how the colored race stands— 
how twenty years of freedom from slavery 
will compare with a hundred years. New York 
hes 50,000 colored people within her state 
boundaries and has five hundred and twenty- 
oré colored convicts which is somethiag over 
one hundred to every ten thousand. 

Massachugeets has a colored population of 
18,000 and has one hundred and four colored 
convicts which is sixty to every ten thousand. 

Georgia has 700,000 colored people and 1,500 
ce os convicts twenty-one to every ten thou- 
sand. 

South Carolina has 600,000 colored people 
and only five hundred and eighty-six colored 
convicts, which is about nine to every ten 
thousand. 

And yet the north preaches to us about 

rime, and now our own people are magnify- 
ing the north for her wonderful reforms. 

Well, I have had but one idea about punish- 
ment, and that is that it should be certain and 
speedy and severe, Let us make crime to 
be feared and dreaded, and for certain 
crimes let there be an epitomized hell 
that is more fact than fancy. 
If a convict serves his term and then commits 
another crime and goes back again, it is not 
because he was demoralized while there, bat 
simply because he had such an easy time. It 
was to the bad negro neither punishment nor 
disgrece, 

Of one thing I feel assured: Georgia is not 
disgraced. There is no blot upon her honor or 
ner bumenity, and her people feel no remorse 
ebout her system of punishment. It is @ re- 
flection upon her governors and her legiela- 
ture to make such charges and they prove what 
Sclomon seid, ‘Great men are not always 
wise.”’ Briu ARP.

DEATH OF JUUGE OLAYTON, 


The Exd of a Long and Honorable Career— 
Funeral this Morniaog. 


Yesterday morning at 6 o’clock, after a long 
and painful illness, J udge W. W. Clayton died 
st his residence on Marietta street. Several 
weeks ago while cutting a nail on his righ 
joot the blade penetrated the flesh, It in- 
flamed and caused considerable pain, 
but was not at first considered a dangerous 
wound. ln a tew days, however, symptoins of 
blood poisoning appeared, and soon afterwards 
sll hope of recovery was abandoned. Judge 
Clayton sank gradually and his death was as 
peaceful as the falling asleep of a tired child 

Few men were 60 well known in Atlanta 
He was born in Athensin 18i1. Clarke coun 
ty honored him with two elections to the leg- 
islature and @hce he represented that distric 
in the senate. In 1857 ne moved to Atlanta, 
end since that time has ranked among its 
prominent citizens. When a young man he 
married Miss Semmes, whosurvives nis death 
To them were born nine children, si: 
csughters snd three sons, allof whom are 
living, except two daughters. Judge Clayton 
beid several offices of honor and trust in At 
lanta. He was treasurer of the State road fo 
several years. Subsequently he was agent of 
the Georgia railread. When th 
Merchants bank organized he 
became its first cashier, and serve 
in that capacity for five years. In 1880 h 
was elected tax collector of Fulton county 
which office he held at the time of bis death 
The funeral will occur at the First Presdyte- 
rian church this morning at 11 o’clock.

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DEATH OF JUDGE OLAYTON, 


The Brd of a Long and Honorable Career— 
| Funeral this Morning. 


Yesterday morning at 6 o’clock, after a long 
and painiul illness, Judge W. W. Clayton died 
st his‘residenee on Marietta street. Several 
weeks ego while cutting anail on his right 
joot the blade penetrated the flesh. It in- 
famed and caused considerable pain, 
but was notat first considered a dangerous 
wound. In a few days, however, symptoms of 
blood poisoning appeared, and soon afterwards 
s}) hope of recovery was abandoned. Judge 
Clayton sank gradually and his death was as 
peaceful as the falling asleep of a tired child. 

Few men were #0 well known in Atlanta. 
He was born in Athens in 1811. Clarke coun- 
ty honored him with two elections to the leg- 
jslature and ®hce he represented that district 
in the senate. In 1857 ne moved to Atlanta, 
gud since that time bas ranked among its 
prominent citizens. When a young man he 
merried Miss Semmes, woosurvives his death. 
To them were born nine children, six 
dsughters end three sons, allof whom are 
living, except two daughters. Judge Clayton 
beid several ofhces of bonor and trust in At- 
lanta. He was treasurer of the State road for 
several years. Subsequeiitly he was egent of 
the Ceorgia railroad. When the 
Merchants bank was organized he 
became its first cashier, and served 
jn that capacity for five years. In 1880 he 
was elected tex collector of Fulton county, 
which office he held at the time of his death. 
The funeral will occur at the Firat Presbyte- 
rian church this morning at il o’clock. The 
lollowing named gentlemen will act as pall 
bearers: R.  d.

There will be no more shaving and hair 
cutting in Atlanta on Sunday. 

The general council has so decreed it. 

During the regular session of the body yes- 
terday afternoon Mr. Cooper, chairman of the 
ordinance committee, presented an ordinance 
prohibiting barbers from keeping open doors 
on the Sabbath day or working behind closed 
doors. 

The ordinance was drawn by Mr. Cooper in 
eccordance with a petition from the Atlanta 
barbers. That petition was signed by sixty- 
81x of the seventy odd barbers in Atlanta, and 
urgently requested the general council to pass 
an ordinance prohibiting barbers from work. 
ing on Sundey. 

_ & DEBATE ENSUES. 

The ordinance created a warm discussion. 
Mr. Ven Winkle opening the fight. 

Mr. Van Winkle wears side whiskers and 
when the lather is applied to his face the 


razor covers only the smail surface of a chin. 


Mr. Van Winkle hes but little use for the 
tonsoriél artist,but he was opposed to.thefordi- 
nance. He thought thata man ought to have 
ashave when he felt inclined to invest fifteen 
cents in the luxury.

DETECTIVE MERCERjFINDS HIM IN 
THE WOODS. 


A Lorg ard Tedicus Watch Abundantly Rewarded— 
How tbe Notorious Rose Was Oaught—He is 
Brought to Town and Placed in the City 

,. Prison—The Sensationfit Created. 


Charley Rose has been arrested at last. 

His arrest was accomplished yesterday 
morning near Decatur by Detective Mercer, 
assisted by Constable Tilden, of DeKalb 
county. 

Rose’s arrest created quite a sensation in 
Atlanta and in ten minutes 
after he reached thecity his name was on 
thousands of lips. Everybody manifested the 
liveliest interest in him, and hundreds visited 
the city prison to catch a glimpse of the man 
who has become notorious a second time. 

Anything concerning Charley Rose is sensa- 


tional, 
HOW HE WAS ARRESTED. 


Saturday night immediately after Chief 
Connolly left Atlanta, Acting Cnief €rim in- 
structea Detective Mercer to goto Decatur and 
remain until Rose was arrestea or until it was 
ascertained beyond a doubt that he had left 
the country. Detective Mercer reached Deca- 
tur Saturday night, and soon after his arrival 
came in contact with Constable Tilden, who 
is an old Atlanta boy. The 
constable dropped on the detective’s game 
end volunteered to join him in the hunt. Til- 
den knew the country thoroughly, and Detec- 
tive Mercer accepted his aid. Together the 
two men left Decatur and sought the locality 
in Which Rose was supposed to be hiding. 
Near the house Rose was making his head. 
quarters 18 a 

DENSE, HEAVY GROVE. 
In the midst of this grove is a fine 
spring of cool water, and 
near the spring is aravine. The place is a 
delightful one and is just such a place as an 
outlaw would select for a home. 

it was after midnight when the detective 
and his companion reached the spring. They 
’pproached the ‘place cautiously. Constabie 
Tilden knew every. foot of the ground and 
led the detective to a place 
where they came to a halt. This place was just 
what was wanted. From it the two watchers 
could see the spring, while they were perfectly 
secure from observation. They both had an 
idea that patience would be rewarded. They 
felt certain that Rose would come to that 
Spring, or that they could trail some one from 
tLe 

SPRING TO ROSE’S HIDING PLACE 

and they were right. The men remained 
in their hiding place until daylight Sunday 
morning. Thenthey began to grow somewhat 
impatient, but asthe morning hours passed 
avayandno one appeared they concluded 
that they were on a cold trail. They emerged 
trom their hiding plece and approached the 
spring. When near the spring they discovered 
n fresh track, It was large and had been 
made by & com paratively new 
shee. Both men stooped down and examin- 
ed the imprint made by the shoe in the mud. 
After a careful scrutiny Tilden said: 

‘“‘That’s Rose’s track, lam satisfied. That 
shoe isa newshce. Itis just such a shoe as 
came from RKameneck’s store. You knowa 
few nights ago his store was—— Putthen I 
con’t know who broke into the etcre.”’ 

RENEWING THEIR WATCH. 

The tracks about the spring were evidently 
notold, and thetwo men decided to renew 
their watch. They moved about in the woods, 
all the time within good range of the spring, 
until their limbs felt easy again. Then they 
went back to their hiding place and passed 
the day with nothing but a cold lunch to make 
them tee] well. The wateh continued until 
dark, when the men came out and began 
mcving about cautiously. They took in a good 
ecope of the woods, but succeeded in finuing 
netning. They pazsed the second night near 
thespring, and when day dawned yesterday 
they began to feel hopeful. They both agreed 
that :

They stepped out, 
aud while Mr.Tilden started to go behind Rose, 
Detective Mercer started towards him. Rose 
was then about 
TWENTY YARDS FROM THE DETECTIVE, 

and the instant he stepped into view Rose 
saw him. He appeared surprised, but did 
notrun. He turned to his right and started 
in the direction of Mr. Tilden. As he turned 
he thrust his right hand into his breeches 
pecket. Detective Mercer quickly saw that 
Rose wanted toavoid meeting him. He did 
not think that Rose knew him, and he felt cer- 
tain that Rose would ret run until he ascertain- 
ed that he was so near an officer. The detective 
thought he would try a game, and yelled: 

“Boy ,have you seen any thing of any loose 
stock about here?” 

As the detective spoke he {walked toward 
Rose. The detective’s hands were hanging 
by hisside. When he spoke

end then walked on. He answered by point- 
ing over his shoulder and saying: 

““T saw some horses over that way.” 

“That way” was away from Rose. 

The halt he made while answering, ena- 
bled the detective to cover half the distance 
between thetwo men. When Rose had com- 
pleted his answer, he started off. He was 
moving directly away from the detective, 
end the instant his bead was turned the 
detective drew his gun and sprang torward. 
He bad come within ten feet of Rose when 
Rese turned his head to look behind. As Kose 
looked over his shoulder his eyes fell upon the

Two pistols were found 
on the prisoner’s person—one, a bull- 
dog, was in his breeches 
pocket while the other, a Colt’s repeater, was 
strapped around his waist. As Mr. Tilden 
disarmed Rose he looked like he had been set 
back a good deal. Hesaid nothing. however, 
snd when his pistols were taken from him he 
dropped in between his captors and started 
for end mal 

HE We’T TALK. 

On the way to Decatur the de- 
tective and Mr. Tilden made several! 
attempts to engege their prisoner in conversa- 
tion, but be did not seem dispo to talk 
scd beyond answering their question, 
said very little. At Decatur 
be proved quite an attraction, and @ 
great maby people looked at him while the 
‘flicers were awaiting the train. Detective 
Mercer telephoned Acting Chief Crim that he 
hed arrested Rose, and long before the Georgia 
road train reached - Atlanta news of the arrest 
had gone allover thecity. When the party 
reached Atlanta a large crowd of curious per- 
sons bad gathered at the union depot to see 
the prisoner. d 

As Rose stepped trom the train and observ- 
ed the large crowd he turned to Detective 
Mercer and with a pleasant smile on his face

Acting Chief Crim yesterday made some 
additional discoveries which he says convinces 
him that the Rose boys were in the robbery. 
Until yesterday the acting chief did not be- 
lieve that the Roses had anything to do with 
the aflair. His information is positive and 
direct, but he declines to make it public.

age only four of the certificates were found en- 
closed, and search was at once instituted, 'ra- 


gulting at the end of halfan hour ia finding 
the missing certificate among the waste piper 
and much crumpled. The certificates have 
something the appearance of government 
bonds, oe one ofthe theories advanced is 
that some one undertook to steal one, but find. 
ing it worthlees, or that he or she was likely 

be searched before leaving the 
building, hastily threw it away. Some inecon- 
venience would have resulted from the loss of 
the peper, but the government would have 
lost pvee, teal oe nor would the assumed 
thief have e gainer. The comptroller 
will investigate the matter as thoroughly as 
possible. 


THE CHOLERA INOCULATION THRORY. 
Jobn W. Foster, United States minister 
to Spain, has transmitted to 
ihe stete department 2 report 
made to ‘him by E. De La Granja, physician, 
of Boston, on the ‘‘Chelera in Spain,” and the 
pretended prophylactic anti-choleric inocula- 
tions of Dr. Ferran. Dr. La Granja accom- 
panied the medical commission which was re- 
cently sent to Valencia by the Spanish govern- 
ment to investigate the condition of the 
cholere epidemic, which is prevailing in that 
province, and to report upon the eflicacy of the 
new system of inoculation practiced »Y Dr, 
Ferran. Dr. La Granja says: 
On the morning of the 29th of May we entered 
the infected districts, and on arriving at Alera. a 
town of about 15,000 inhabitants, the enthusiasm 
wmanifesied for Dr. Ferran byfthe citizens who. 
headed by the mayor, were watting at the railroad 
station. was indescribable. They clamorously 
asked that Dr. Ferran should remain among them, 
and that theinoculation of Ferran’s anti choleric 
broth, suspended by order of the secretary of the 
interior, shou.d be continned forthwith to save 
the people from the dreaded scourge that was 
destroying them. We visited Algemesi the 3ist 
of May, and without loss of time again to visit 
and examine the patients who were suffering 
with a disease, the character of which was stil! 
undecided, ° Satisded that the 
epidemic was one of true cholera, the commission
